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SHORTAGE OP 


The shortage of tcache^ which 1« 


perhaps emphasized in <Jpeonla by 
the fact that out of a grradtj§tlnc cla*s 
o£ goodly numbers, beUev«<T In fact to 
1)6 the- largest o£ any Normal achool 
in the state of New York, there are 
now less than 30 who hav» not ac- 
cepted positions, and Jn general at 
ealarles ranging from £900 to $1.300, 
is unquestionably a serious matter 
throughout the country. In February 
it wa» announced that there were 18,- 
279 schools In th» country closed be- 
cause teachers could not be obtained, 
and that there 
were- 11,000 other 


teachers serving who are described a* 
below standard—that 1», teachers who 
are working under temporary certifi- 
cates, or the equivalent thereof, be- 
cause teachers of the required stand- 
ard In their several ataten couhl not 
DO obtained. 


The remedy which has been pro- 


posed for this condition is to Increase 
the salaries paid to that other posi- 
tions in offices, stores, shops and fac- 
tories shall not seem more attractive 
to the young women who make up 
the bulk of the annual addition* to 
the teaching force. This is the logi- 
cal and proper thing to do, inasmuch 
us the laborer In any vocation is wor- 
thy of her hire, though in fact teach- 
ers fSr many years have been the un- 
favored class so far a's compensation 
Is concerned. Now, however,' com- 
munities and school boards have come 
to realize the situation, and to know 
that with highNprices for everything 
(salaries must be raised to a point 
•which will render the work profitable 
and attractive. 


It is worth -while, also, to note that, 


no mutter what way happen in other 
vocations, there Is sure to be an in- 
creasing demand -for teachers 
for 


year* to come. 
Th» diminished at- 


tendance at 
Normal 
schools a»4 


training classes for several years has 
left an annual shortage of graduates, 
which, added to the number formerly 
teaching, who have deftnitely and per- 
manently encaged in other pursuit*— 
Including matrimony — clearly indi- 
cates that! ten year* more will not 
make good the present shortage. No 
one, .therefore, need hesitate at the 
opening of the 
teachers' training 


pchools next fall to enter their doors 
with a view to making teaching a 
life-work. Long «fUr they have grad- 
uated and engaged in the work, there 
•will remain a shortage so great as to 
insure, so nearly as anything can »>e 
insured, the permanence of their po- 
eltlons. 


Teachers, it perhaps may be re- 


peated, need have no fear. 
Salaries 


are advancing-, and are not likely to 
go lower. Theirs Is a good, safe voca- 
tion in which no ono fitted for the 
work need fear permanently to en- 
gage.
